FOREWORD. 



T^HE appearance of this little volume may need a few 
words of explanation. The manuscript which has 
supplied the text is in the possession of Sir Gervas Powell 
Crlyn, Bart., of the Rectory House, Ewell, and is a transcript 
made in the earlier half of the sixteenth century of the 
original drawn up at the beginning of the fifteenth century. 
The late Mr. Edward Fairfax Taylor* of Spring House, 
Ewell, favourably known among classical students as the 
translator of VirgiFs Mneid — which translation appeared 
posthumously in 1903 — took in hand the transcribing and 
translating of this Memoriale, but had proceeded but a little 
way in the first and had hardly begun the second when his 
sudden death occurred in January 1902. At the desire of 
Sir Gervas I entered into his labours after a considerable 
interval, but with many preoccupations 1 should scarcely 
have got through the work but for the opportune help of 
Mr. Colin Ford, who was at that time a clerk in the office 
of Mr. Loader Cooper, Town Clerk of Chichester. He 
accomplished the bulk of the transcribing and a considerable 
part of the translating — a monotonous task, which was 
patiently carried through. Subsequently the Rev. William 

* Mr. Taylor, who had been a pupil at Marlborough of Dean Bradley, was 
appointed to a clerkship in the House of Lords in 1865, and held this appoint- 
ment till his death. 
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Hudson, r.S.A., kindly examined the transcript and transla- 
tion with the original, and by his experience in this particular 
field of antiquarian research he has been most helpful in 
securing greater accuracy in the text (the sixteenth-century 
transcriber being sometimes at fault), and in supplying 
the explanatory notes in the Appendix. He has also con- 
tributed the sketch on " Early Manorial Conditions," which 
follows that of the Editor on the " Priors of Merton as 
Lords of the Manor of Ewell." 

To Miss Glyn is due the further sketch of " The 
Topography of Ewell," with the attempt to assign the 
position of the ancient "furlongs," and the compilation of 
the two excellent Plans which illustrate this portion of the 
subject. 

We are grateful to Messrs. Mitchell Hughes and Clarke 
for their care in printing and supervising, and also for 
taking a share of the risks of publication. We can only 
hope that the compai'atively small public who support such 
ventures as this will find these records of au important 
manor long held by a leading religious house both valuable 
and interesting.

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THE PRICES OF MERTON AS LORDS OF 
THE MANOR OF EWELL. 



The Priory of Merton was founded in 1114 for Canons of 
the Augustinian Order by Gilbert "the Knight," who had 
received the grant of this vill pertaining to the Crown from 
King Henry I. But in 1121 the King himself granted it 
a charter, so that it had the privileges of a royal foundation, 
and the Priory received subsequently from royal and other 
benefactors much valuable propei-ty. The original charter 
of foundation has been printed in contracted form by the 
late Major Alfred Heales, F.S.A., in his valuable " Eecords 
of Merton Pi-iory " (Frowde, London, 1898), Appendix ix., 
and in expanded form in Dugdale's Monasticon (ed. Caley, 
1846), vi., 245, and to these collections and the County 
histories we must refer such readers as may desire to learn 
something more of the Priory. 

In the short space at our disposal we must confine 
ourselves to tracing its connexion with the manor of Ewell, 
which began about the year 1158, when Henry II. by a 
charter gave and confirmed to God and the Canons of 
Merton in perpetual alms whatever he had in Ewell [Mwella.) 
with all its appurtenances, with all the privileges and rights 
usually attaching to such gifts, including all liberties and 
free customs, as peaceably and freely as if in the King's own 
demesne. Among the witnesses were Theobald Archbishop 
of Canterbury, Alured Bishop of Worcester, Hilary Bishop 
of Chichester, Reginald Earl of Cornwall, William Earl of 
Gloucester, etc. A copy of the original is given by Major 
Heales, Appendix, p. xii, and n translation on p. 20. By 
examination of the Pipe Rolls Heales ascertained that in 
1158-9 the Canons paid to the Treasury £17 17s. in respect 
to their lands in Ewell, and that 7s. Ud, was remitted by 
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royal writ. The like payment was made in 1169-60 with 
respect to Ewell, and again in 1160-61. This appears to 
have heen a regular annual charge, so that the Canons did 
not get all the privileges specified in their charter for 
nothing. 

In 1189 King Eichard I. granted to the Canons by 
charter in perpetual alms 101 acres in the vill of Ewell with 
their appurtenances. (See Heales, p. 43, and Appendix, 
p. xxii.) In the same year he confirmed to the Priory all 
their lands and liberties [ibid.). The annual payment to 
the Treasury was not, increased by this new grant, for we 
find £17 17s. still paid in 1201-2. 

There were frequent disputes as to the tenure of lands 
under the Priory. We draw two specimens from the year 
1202 {Heales, p. 58) :— 

"An Assize was held in order to determine whether 
Simon, the father of Richard, was on the day of his decease 
seised in domain, as of fee, of half a virgate of land with its 
appurtenances in Pifhid, which land the Prior of Merton and 
William de Dene held. The Prior alleged that the land was 
in the manor of Swell, which King Henry gave them in pure 
alms, and produced the charter, and alleged that all the 
manor was of the King^s domain, according to the custom 
of the manor. This was admitted, and judgment given 
accordingly. 

" Afterwards it was discussed at Ewell in the Court of 
the-Prior and adjudged by the oath of twelve lawful men, 
tenants of the Prior at Ewell, to William de Dene to hold 
of the Prior." 

In like manner a half virgate of land was disputed by 
John Pranceis, defendant, and Wimund de Dene, plaintiff, 
and by the oath of twelve lawful men, tenants of Ewell, it 
was adjudicated to Wimund in the Prior's Court at Ewell. 

In 1273 a suit was brought by the Prior of Southwark 
concerning the rights of common pasture at Ewell {Heales, 
p. 154). 

In 1278 the Prior defended his liberties successfully 
before the Justices Itinerant at Hertford, but in the following 
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year he was summoned before the Justices at Guildford to 
shew by what warrant he held the manors of Worth, 
Kyngeswode, Selwode, and Ewelle respectively^ of the 
ancient demesne of the King, and also by what warrant he 
claimed the right of free warren, etc. The Jury found for 
the Prior on the ground that he and his antecessors from 
the date of King Henry's charter had enjoyed the said 
manor of Ewell with all its appurtenances, and that Worth, 
Kyngeswode, and Selwode were hamlets appertaining to the 
said manor. It was agreed that the Prior was dismissed 
sine die, and that the King took nothing. 

In 1301 King Edward I. was reduced to great extremity 
for want of money and borrowed £60 from the Prior and 
Convent. This sum was procured partly by sales from their 
grange, partly by contributions from various tenants. 
Among the latter those of Ewell gave a recognizance for 
20s., and the Rector paid one mark [Heales, p. 187). 

WiUiam de Brokesburn, Prior of Merton and the Convent, 
in 1807 granted to Richard de Shyrefeld, clerk, a]l the lands 
and tenements which he held of them at Ewell, viz., one 
messuage and 14 acres in the viU, and the house and 
curtilage late of Henry Rether, to hold in perpetuity at 
an annual rental of 19 silver pence, saving the suit of their 
Court at Ewell [Heales, p. 200). 

In 1312 an interesting commuta/tion of customary services 
for an annual payment is recorded [Heales, pp. 210, Ixix). 
John de Dene was tenant to the Priory at Shelwode and 
Eifhide, and was bound ad patiendum (?) (translated "to 
maintain ") a certain house called Somerhus or to pay 6d. at 
their election, to cut brushwood at Shelwode and to take it 
by his own means of conveyance [proprio transitu) up over 
the hill which is called Bridelcumbe, and to enclose a rood 
round the Court of Ewell. He was forbidden to marry his 
son or daughter outside the vills aforesaid without the 
Convent's leave. He could not sell his stallion or colt or 
bull or calf, nor cut down his wood in Shelwode without 
permission. The same John was bound to be taxed [talliari) 
when the men of Ewell were taxed not of grace or custom. 
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And the same John must come to harrow at Ewell till he 
had reached the Priory ploughs, ploughing at Ewell. 
Instead of all these services John should pay annually 
lis. 4d. in silver equally at the four quarters, and for inter- 
mittent rent 8d. quarterly, to cover all services, customs, 
secular demands and heriots. Pannage for his hogs as 
before. "For this remission and quitclaim the aforesaid 
John has given us in hand £10 sterling." Dated at Merton, 
St. Matthias the Apostle, 6th year of King Edward, son of 
King Edward. 

In 1316 the tenants at Shelwode, a member of the manor 
of Ewell, impleaded the Prior, who, as they alleged, required 
other services from them than they had been accustomed to 
perform. The Prior replied that he has not required any 
services beyond those specified in a plea at Westminster, 
7 and 8 Hen. III. (1222), of which the record was produced. 
Upon the hearing the Prior shewed that the services required 
were : Eor pannage he claimed from each tenant who had 
ten pigs, one pig ; if twenty, two ; if less than ten, for each 
pig Id. There had been previous litigation on the same 
subject in 1282 {Heales, p. 217). 

In October 1320 a suit was brought before the King's 
Court by Ailet de Ewell against the Prior for interference 
with his freehold at Ewell. The Prior was shewn to be 
within his rights {Heales, p. 222). 

In 1344 at an Inquisition post-mortem held upon the 
death of Robert Davy it was found that half of the manor 
of Pachenesham was held of the Prior of Mertou as of his 
manor of Ewell at a service of 20s. per ann. to the Prior 
and suit of his Court of Ewell de tribus septimanis in tres 
septimanas [Heales, p. 246). 

In an Inquisition ad quod damnum held in 1360 the 
Jury found that a toft and 46j acres of land and one acre 
of wood in the vills of Ewell and Cliepstede were held 
of the Prior as of his manor of Ewell by a rent of 12s. Id. 
per arm., and of finding three men at the autumn bederipe 
working for the drink, and one day, which labour is worth 
6d. more. And by the service of annual ploughing, viz.. 
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twice at the winter sowing and twice at the Lent sowing, at 
charge of drink, which is worth 16d. more. And by the 
service of doing suit at the Prior's Court of Ewell de tribus 
septimanis in tres septimanas, which is worth 2s. ^d. more. 
Full particulars of this case may be seen in Heales, pp. 254-6. 
It is worth notice that the Prior in his evidence said that 
71 acres of arable land were worth 2s. ll^d., at the rate of 
^d. per acre, and 16 acres of pasture were worth 16d., at the 
rate of Id. per acre, and not more, because the pasture lands 
are in the Weald and are sterile and heathy, as may clearly 
be seen. 

Anticipating the date of our Memoriale, which was com- 
piled in 1408, we find some mention in January 1395 of 
Edmund Lodelowe, who was acting as Steward of the Priory 
at the later date. 

Major Heales (p. 288) records as follows : — 

" The King issued a writ to his Sheriff for the County of 
Surrey reciting that Edmund Lodelowe of Abyndon, on 
May 31st in his (Richard II. 's) 15th regnal year, before 
John Hadle, theu Mayor of the Staple of Westminster, 
bound himself and acknowledged to owe to Robert, Prior of 
Merton, the sum of £40, to be paid on the Feast of the 
Assumption next ensuing, and that it had not been paid. 
The Sheriff therefore was to take the body of the said 
Edmund Lodelowe, if a laic, and to keep him in custody tiU 
the Prior's claim was satisfied, and also to take all his lands 
and chattels within the bailiwick. Witnessed by Edmund, 
Duke of York, Keeper of England, at Westminster, Jan. 10, 
18th regnal year. 

" Pursuant to this writ an Inquisition was held at Mordon, 
when the Jury found that Edmund Lodelowe was possessed 
of the manor of PoResden, with its pertinents, in the Parish 
of Mikelham, worth 4^ marks per annum, and that he had 
no more lands nor tenements, nor any goods and chattels in 
the bailiwick. 

" The result of these proceedings appears from an 
acknowledgment of receipt by the Prior and Convent of 
66s. 8d. legal money by the hands of William atte Mull, 
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farmer of the manor of PoUesden, in part payment of 
300 marcs owing to them." 

It is not an unlikely conjecture that the Priory, being 
unable to recover the balance of Lodelowe's debt to them, 
took him into their service, and allowed him gradually to 
work it off as steward. 

Another of the obedientiaries mentioned in our Memoriale, 
William Odiham, cellarer, was a party to an agreement 
entered into during 1399 between the Prior and Convent and 
Thomas Newenton, plumber, under which they covenanted 
to pay him 2s. 6d. per week and to provide him with food on 
working days and clothing as William the plumber used to 
have {Heales, p. 293). 

Michael Kympton {Sacre pagine Professor), 23rd Prior, 
was elected in May or June 1403 to fill the vacancy caused 
by the death of Robert Wyndesore. The various documents 
customary on such occasions are included in Bishop William 
of Wykeham's Register, 836-6 (see Kirby's Wykeham, i., 241). 
The Prior of St. Swithun's and John Elmere, Ofiicial, were 
commissioned to enquire into the election, and finding that 
all had been canonically done they confirmed it, June 30, 
1403.* 

John atte Breche, an acolyte, became Rector of Ewell in 
1381. He had letters dimissory for Ordination to any 
Bishop (Kirby's Wyheham, i., 299). In the Taxatio Ecclesi- 
astica the valuation of Ewell was returned at 60 marks 
{ihid., p. 378). 

Nothing of importance is recorded as happening while 
Michael Kympton was Prior. He died on October 20, 1412. 

The appropriation of the Rectory of Ewell to the Abbey 
of Chertsey for the better support and maintenance of the 

* On January 2nd, 1398-9, the King addressed Writs to certain Bishops, 
Abbots, etc., amongst them to Michael, Canon of Jlerton, commanding them 
respectively to appear personally before him at Oxford on the Monday next 
after the Conversion of St. Paul to give their counsel and advice concerning 
certain matters of schism in the Church of God. This Michael was probably 
the future Prior Kympton (Heales, p. 292). The Eectory of Kympton, Herts, 
was in the hands of the Priory, and it is likely that the family of the Prior 
took their name from this village. 
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Abbot and Convent had taken place in July 1382. The 
original process is transcribed in Kirby's Wylceham (i., 
128 — 130). The pensions reserved on this appropriation 
were 26s. 8d. to the Bishop, 6s. 8^^. to the Prior and Chapter 
of Winchester, and the same to the Archdeacon of Surrey. 

It will not be necessary to carry our present investigation 
beyond the date which we have now reached. The reader 
who desires further information may consult Manning and 
Bray's Surrey and Edward Walford's edition of Brayley's 
Surrey. In the latter work (iii., 185) is a very good engraving 
of a seal of the Priory attached to a deed of 1264. Another 
impression of the same seal, which is no doubt more strictlj' 
accurate, being produced by photographic process, forms the 
first plate of Gale Pedrick's Monastic Seals of the Thirteenth 
Century (London, 1902), and is described by the learned 
author in these terms (pp. 105-6) : " In the obverse of the 
seal here delineated (the Blessed Virgin with Child) we have 
not only the highest example of seal art extant, but in all 
likelihood the finest ever achieved. This probability rests 
upon the conviction that it would have been almost an 
impossibility to surpass it. The design is not elaborate, and 
in its simplicity may be discerned an element of that grace 
which artistic fervour and delicacy of execution complete. 
It is a consummate work of art which would distinguish and 
grace any epoch." This very artistic seal was received in 
the Priory with some solemnity on the eve of the Feast of 
St. Lucy (Dec. 12) 1241. 

The Chertsey Abbey thirteenth-century seal is displayed 
on plate vii. of Pedrick's book and described on p. 47. As we 
have seen, Ewell Rectory was appropriated at a later date to 
this famous mitred abbey.

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EARLY MANORIAL CONDITIONS. 



A GLANCE at the Contents of the "Memorial" would lead 
us to expect a fairly definite account of the economic con- 
ditions existing on tlie Manor in early times. But the 
expectation is only imperfectly realized. The Introductory 
Heading gives the date of 10 Henry IV. (1408). This covers 
a Description of the Vill (here meaning the village and its 
immediate surroundings), followed by a Description of the 
Fields and Furlongs exhaustively compiled. Then comes 
without title or date a statement, as in an ordinary Custumal, 
of the tenants and their various " services." This state- 
ment, as expressing the relation between the lord and the 
tenants, manifestly refers to conditions which had existed 
in full action before the Black Death of 1349, and must have 
entirely ceased by 1408. So much, indeed, is plainly declared 
by the last document in the book (p. 169), which is headed : 
"Ewell. An abbreviated Extract of the Custumal there 
concerning the works of the Tenants there in the 13"' year 
of the reign of King Henry the IV"' after the Conquest" 
(1411). This list gives the names of the Tenants at that 
date and the scanty services they owed in respect of certain 
ancient holdings, which ought to be those entered in the 
Custumal. 

We thus appear to have three useful documents : (1) An 
old Custumal giving the obligations of the Tenants ; (2) the 
Tenants of all the acre or half-acre strips in the Common 
Fields in 1408 ; (3) these same Tenants in 1411 assigned to 
the holdings of the Custumal. 

The only definite conclusion, however, to be derived from 
a comparison between the last document and the first is that 
in 1411 the conditions existing in the time of the Custumal 
had altogether passed away. In the Custumal the typical 
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tenant , "William Aylet, was bound to a long series of services 
based on an obligation to render two works a week all tbe 
year round, except four holiday weeks. In 1411 " John 
Strete for the tenement formerly of William Aylet" is 
bound to do " one hawysbedrip " and nothing more. So 
with the other ancient holdings. Instead of the tenants 
rendering labour services they held the lands at fixed rents 
(which are not given) and some slight labour contributed 
chiefly at harvest time. 

"We find, on further investigation, that the names of the 
' old " tenements " as given in 14] 1 only partially agree with 
the names of the tenants in the Custumal. The list of 1411 
gives the names of about fifty-seven old tenements. The 
first of these is that of William Aylet, who, as we have seen, 
comes first in the Custumal, where his services are described 
at length as the type of those of a full customary tenant. 
Next on the later list comes the tenement " formerly of 
Moleseye." This refers to Richard de Moleseye in the 
Custumal, whose holding and services typify those of the 
half-customers who held half the land and did half 
the service of William Aylet and his fellows. Then follow 
some twenty-five old tenements, of which about twenty occur 
in the Custumal, though not in the same order. But 
throughout the remainder of the list of 1411 there is scarcely 
a single other tenement which benrs the name of a tenant 
occurring in the Custumal. It would seem, therefore, that 
the " Custumal" referred to in the list of 1411 was not the 
exact Custumal copied earlier in the book, but a modified 
one in which the names of the manorial tenements had been 
considerably altered. Perhaps the number of tenements 
had also been curtailed, for the number of separate holdings 
in the Custumal, large and small, is nearly seventy. 

We are obliged, therefore, to deal with the Custumal 
as we have it, on its own presentment of the Manorial 
organisation. 

The Custumal. — It begins (p. 135) with an intended 
statement of the acreage and value of arable, meadow, and 
pasture land in the Manor. As the figures are omitted the 
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information is not forthcoming. The jurors then give the 
conditions of tenure of "William Aylet." He holds a " juger 
of land containing 13 acres " and renders 16d. yearly. He 
has to do two works a week through the year, except a 
fortnight at Christmas and a week each at Easter and 
Whitsuntide. The various ways in which his labour might 
be required are given at length. They are similar to those 
usually found in manorial custumals of the thirteenth and 
early-fourteenth centuries. 

After him follows John le Wyte, who also holds a juger 
of land and therefore has to do all services and all customs 
as William Aylet. Instead, however, of a rent of 15d. he is 
charged with a rent of 3s. 6^d. After him comes Richard 
de Moleseye. He holds half a juger of land and does half 
the services of William Aylet. His rent, 8d. yearly, is also 
proportionate to that of William. 

Then comes another holder of a juger. One suspects it 
should be half a juger, for his rent is 8d. and he follows the 
type of Richard de Moleseye. After him two persons jointly 
hold a juger, pay lOd. yearly, and follow the type of William 
Aylet. 

Then come two holders of a juger and one of a juger and 
a half, following William Aylet, but paying rents of 2s. 6d., 
3s. 9d., and .2s. 6d. Then four holders of half a juger 
following Richard de Moleseye pay rents of 6d., 6d., 8d., 
and 7d. After that two holders of half a juger each pay no 
rent, but have to do as much work as William Aylet. 

We need not follow the list further. On the whole, five 
holders of a juger, one of a juger and a half, and two of half 
a juger, are bound to the full works of William Aylett, 
while seven holders of half a juger, one of a whole juger, and 
one of 3 acres, are bound to the half-works of Richard de 
Moleseye. These seventeen are the only holdings whose 
occupiers are bound to week-works. 

They are followed on the list by five tenants holding 
scarcely any land, paying small rents and bound to certain 
works in autumn, 1 to 14, 3 to 8, and 1 to 6. The rents do 
not correspond to the number of the works, 
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None of the other tenants are bound to regular works, 
but only to the special assistance asked for at hay-making, 
harvest, and some other occasions. 

The leading tenants, who are not in any way distinguished 
from their neighbours, seem to be Alice Acrofte, who holds 
three jugers of land and pays 8s. yearly, John de Hevere^ 
who holds three jugers and pays 7s., and, perhaps most of 
all, Master William de Ewell, who holds one juger at a 
rent of 5s. 4d., a mill for which he pays 6s. 8d., and a free 
tenement with a rent of 2s. Alice de Berewell holds three 
jugers, but only pays a rent of 16c?. 

Date of the Gustwmal. — It is plain that if this Custumal 
describes services which were actually being rendered by the 
tenants at the time of its compilation, we must assign it to a 
date prior to the Black Death of 1849, for probably at least 
half the labour services on every manor were lost from that 
time. In the absence of any suitable public or printed docu- 
ments the only available clue appears to be the name of 
" Master William de Ewell " just mentioned. A person of 
that name and title occurs in Major Heale's History of Mer- 
ton Priory (p. 161) in 1278. At that date he was occupier of 
some land from which a certain widow claimed a portion 
of her dower. The same name without the title "Magister" 
occurs also in Surrey Feet of Fines (pp. 85, 95, 104) between 
10 Edw. II. (1317) and 7 Edw. III. (1334). This man lived 
at Letherhead, and may be the same as the earlier. Biit at 
least it is reasonable to think that the "Master William " of 
1278 was the tenant in the Custumal. If so, we must date 
its compilation as of the latter part of the thirteenth century. 
It^ is on the whole in accordance with what we know of 
manorial conditions at that time, although there is one 
feature which would indicate a somewhat later date. This is 
the great inequality of the rents payable by the seventeen 
who come first on the list, and must be regarded as the 
tenants in villainage. William Aylet, the typical full tenant, 
pays 15d. This, or more often 16<^., was not an unusual rent 
for a " villain " or " customary " tenant. Richard de Moles- 
eye, the typical half -tenant, pays 8d. Normally the rents 

b 
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ought to have been as equal as the amount of land. In the 
case of the half-tenants the discrepancy is not very great. 
But the rents of the five holders of one juger, all bound to 
full labour services, are 15^., 3,s. 6id., lOd., 2s. 6d., and 3s. 9d. 
This points to special dealing with individuals for various 
reasons of convenience on the part of lord and tenant, such 
as developed itself at the close of the thirteenth and early 
part of the fourteenth century. It is noticeable, too, that 
one of these pays twice and another three times the normal 
15d., though they do not hold twice and three times the 
normal amount of land. It must be remembered that the 
land was not a selected piece of less or greater value, as a 
modern farm, but scattered strips intermixed with those of 
other tenants in the common fields. 

The normal conditions of villain tenure had evidently 
been a good deal modified by the time of this Custumal. 
All we can say is that the original holding had been a juger 
of 13 acres with a rent of Ibd. and an obligation of two 
" works " a week for forty-eight weeks throughout the year, 
in all ninety-six works, many of which might be worked out 
in various occasional services. 

By 1411, and probably long before that time, these 
regular services had altogether ceased, and had made way 
for the few occasional services mentioned in the list of that 
date. 

The Common Fields and Furlongs. — The detailed descrip- 
tion of these is of great interest for topographical purposes, 
which have been worked out by Miss Glyn, but does not help 
towards understanding the early working of the manorial 
lands. It is separated by too great an interval of time from 
the Custumal to illustrate its conditions. We presume there 
was a system of alternate cultivation and fallow, but there is 
nothing to shew how it was arranged. The description 
(p. 22) speaks of the "fields of the manor and vill of Ewell." 
Then it gives " le Southfield." This extends to p. 122, and is 
followed by a description of " fields which lie in the northern 
part of the vill of Ewell," which covers only fourteen pages. 
"Northfield" is mentioned on p. 2 and again on p. 128. It 
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is, however, merely an abuttal, and, although these '^northern 
fields " contained rather more than 200 acres, only 78 of 
them were unenclosed arable land. The tenants are, of 
course, the same as those in the Southfield, but the small 
number of acres precludes our supposing that they were 
cultivated as a separate common field. In 1408 the Common 
Field was that called Southfield. 

This great field extended from the village of Ewell to the 
Downs and contained very nearly 1000 acres. It was not, 
however, entirely arable. Intermixed with the arable acres 
and reckoned amongst them were copses and woods account- 
ing for nearly one-third of the whole acreage. Roughly, 
out of 997 acres 702 were arable and 295 were wood. The 
whole field was subdivided into "furlongs." The scribe calls 
them in Latin " cultura;" the local word being certainly 
" furlong," as " Eastmarkefiirlong," " Hacchefurlong," 
"Longfurlong." Sometimes, in other places, they were called 
"shots." A "furlong" was a compact agricultural unit 
containing a varying number of strips of land, each a furlong 
(220 yards) in length. An acre-strip would be 22 yards in 
breadth ; a strip of half an acre (2 roods) 11 yards ; of 1 rood 
5| yards. The " furlongs " differed very largely in size, being 
doubtless governed by the nature of the ground. All the strips 
in a furloug ran parallel to each other, and were divided 
by a narrow balk. They are here described as lying "S. and 
N." or "E. and W." This seems to denote the direction 
in which the furrows were ploughed, the " butts " or " head- 
lands" (forrere) lying at right angles. In a description of 
the furlongs in 1677 (in possession of Sir G. P. Glyn, Bart.) 
they are described as " S. going N." or " E. going W.," at 
right angles to what they are here described. This denotes 
the sequence of the tenants, whose names are given as hold- 
ing the strips, a more useful method, as one would suppose. 
In the whole field there were about 48 furlongs, some quite 
small, several containing more than 40 acres. The number 
of acre-strips was over 460, several tenants holding 2 or 3 
acres, apparently in one strip. The number of half acre- 
strips was about 380. A few of 1, 2 or 3 roods also occur.

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One piece (p. 118) contained 20 acres, held "together" by 
the Prior. 

The lands on the north of the vill were very different to 
those on the south. They are spoken of as "fields," and 
are subdivided into "culturse," two of which are called 
"furlongs." As already observed, the unenclosed arable 
acres are only 78, of which 37 are in a " field called Lyme- 
croft." Seventy-eight acres of wood are also open and mixed 
with the arable. There were two enclosed pieces of " land 
and meadow " containing 20 acres each, and an enclosed 
"field called Eichardesfeld," the contents of which are not 
given. 

Besides these lands specified as on the north of the vUl, 
the demesne lands of the manor, described on pp. 158 to 163^ 
were also in that direction. Some of the "pieces" on pp. 160 
and 161 were in the Southfield. But the pieces called 
" le Worth " and " le Greteworthfeld," containing in all over 
260 acres, must have been in the north. The date of this 
description may be that of the Custumal, which it follows. 

Ewell and Godyngton. — Miss Glyn thinks that the direc- 
tion of the main roads as traceable in early documents 
points to the superior importance of the latter of the two 
places in early times. On the other hand, ecclesiastical evi- 
dence rather indicates the importance of Ewell. Prom the 
earliest times Ewell gave its name to one of the ancient 
Deaneries in the Diocese of Winchester, which were probably 
instituted soon after the Norman Conquest. The County of 
Surrey was divided into only three Deaneries, of which 
Southwark comprised the parishes near London, while the 
remainder of the county was covered by the two Deaneries 
of Ewell on the east and Guildford on the west. It is true 
that a Deanery was frequently called from one of its less 
important parishes, and in this case Kingston decidedly took 
the lead of Ewell. But judging by our earliest evidence, the 
Taxation of Pope Nicholas in 1291, Kingston was followed 
by Ewell and Letherhead. Kingston ^vas valued at £80, 
Ewelle at £33 6s. 8d., Leddrede at £34 13s. These were 
among the highest values in the whole county. Codyngton 
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in the same document is valued at £14 13s. id. The signifi- 
cance of these valuations is this. The endowment of a parish 
depended [a) upon tithes raised from the lands included in 
it, (6) upon glebe lands and rents attached to the benefice, 
(c) upon the obligatory offerings of the resident tenants. 
Some of these sources of income might be diverted to a 
distant monastery, but that does not alter the fact that 
a large endowment, whoever enjoyed it, implied extensive 
agricultural development. As this was also, in rural districts, 
the basis of civil importance, it would seem that at least by 
the thirteenth century Swell must have been amongst the 
leading places in the county.

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It is remarkable that there exist two early Surveys of 
Ewell : the Memorial of 1408, contained in the present 
volume, and the Survey of Ewell Parish, taken in 1577 by 
Thomas Taylor, then Surveyor of the Comity of Surrey. 
From the topographical point of view these two Surveys, 
notwithstanding their very diverse literary characters — the 
one written in mediaeval Latin, the other in the Elizabethan 
vernacular — are so much the complement of one another 
that it is scarcely possible to understand either without 
a study of both documents. The later Survey has the 
advantage of a clear and consistent description of the "town," 
whereas the Memorial has the best indication of the relative 
positions of the " furlongs " into which the lands of the 
parish were divided. 

I had hoped to have drawn both the accompanying plans 
from the Memorial, but in the case of the "vill" this proved 
impossible, It will be seen in the text that no acreage is 
given, and when the starting-point described is uncertain, 
and the reader is also groping after his direction, "and then 
next " becomes but a vain repetition. Therefore I have had 
to substitute the Ewell of 1577. This plan gives the names 
of the householders of Swell and the approximate outlines 
of their tenements. In a few cases where the name of the 
house was mentioned it is also inserted. The plan of Ewell 
parish shews the probable outlines of the furlongs as given 
in the Memorial, together with those of the old roads. It 
will be seen that these furlongs are not always of the exact 
furlong width — in some cases considerably wider — and while 
the agricultural furlong may have averaged its correct width, 
the woods evidently supplied an uncertain factor. There is 
no reason to suppose that the acreage recorded is incorrect, 
but its exact distribution is in many cases a matter of 
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conjecture. Hence it must be understood that neither of 
these plans is to be taken as a map in any modern sense. 
Not even in Taylor's Survey do the necessary materials for 
a map exist, for the amount of frontage of each house on 
the street is not given, and in several cases the roads have 
since been altered. An approximation is all therefore that 
can be presented, and the object is to assist readers in 
grasping the outlines of early Swell and its outlying lands 
with as much accuracy as may be possible under the 
circumstances. 

It will be desirable to point out first the links that unite 
us with the Ewell of 1408. The only authentic building 
which still remains is the tower of the old church, and the 
old churchyard is one of the few certain landmarks. Another 
is " four-cross-road of the vill " (p. 9), where stood Ewell 
Cross at the present junction of Church Street, West Street, 
and High Street. By 1577 the cross was gone and replaced 
by the Townhouse ;* now only the four-cross-road remains. 
Certain features of the outlying country are also dis- 
tinguishable. There is " the high hill called Northulle " 
(p. 7), i.e., north hill, on the London Eoad ; and the South 
hiU (p. 59), also called the Basthill (p. 160), now a grass 
slope overlooking Ewell Castle, in 1408 a cultivated furlong. 
Ballardsputte (p. 56), i.e., pit, seems to be the one under the 
hill, in the Nonsuch property, the present site of a distillery, 
and the "pit at the southern head of the vill" (p. 11) yet 
remains in the grounds of Ewell Grove. But the two large 
chalk pits on the opposite side of the Cheam Road were 
seemingly not then dug, as they are not mentioned, and the 
sites were occupied by tenements and cultivated land. 
Amongst the furlono-s of the Southfield, Priesthulle or 
Priesthin, and Longdown (pp. 51, 99) are familiar terms, 

* " Here in the street is situate and standing a house late builded which is 
called the town-house, not lett, but for the use o£ the Town only" (Taylor's 
Survey 1577). "There was a few years ago a small market-house standing at 
the intersection of the roads to Londou and Kingston, which was removed to 
widen the road for the accommodation of passengers" (Manning and Bray, 
1804). 
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and Taylesheld, later corrupted into Tayleshill. Howell 
(hill) in the parish o£ Codyngton is also given. 

It seems unfortunate that the chief natural feature of 
Ewell, the river, is but once casually mentioned (p. 21). It 
is only by means of Taylor's Survey that we can identify 
Cakeswell as the spring at the river-head. The mills on the 
river of Ewell are mentioned in Domesday, and an interesting 
old house is that by the lower mill, referred to in the 
Memorial (p. 20) as " a water-mill .... which Thomas 
Hayton holds, with a large closed garden attached to the 
same on the king's highway leading from Ewelle to the 
Court of Ewelle, called the Worthe Courte." A part of this 
house is considered to date back to the fifteenth century. 
The garden has become meadow land, which still forms part 
of the property. The king's highway is now a lane which 
soon dwindles to a footpath, the fate of most of the old 
roads in this neighbourhood. But it still leads to the 
" Worthe Courte," the manor of Ewell, described on p. 158 
of the Memorial. This manor-house, with its garden, water- 
mill, etc., has long since vanished, and only an ordinary 
farm remains, standing on rising ground a little above the 
river, but since it is known as Ewell Court Earm and belongs 
to the Lord of the Manor of Swell, it is clearly the site of 
the Worthe Court. 

'^The Rectory of Ewell" (p. 6) stood on the site of the 
present rectory. In 1577 this house is thus described : 
"Nicolas Saunders (the chief landowner in the place) 
holdeth freely the P'sonage house of Ewell, with a barne. 
Stable, Hayhouse, a Yard of the backside with a little 
close or Lane adjoining." It is probable that this lane is 
identical with the Parsons-lane of 1408 (p. 7), which ^eems 
to have run parallel with Church Street, coming out into the 
present High Street, not far from the corner. By 1577 it 
had ceased apparently to have any opening into High Street, 
and its name had been transferred to the rectory, which 
house was thiui known as the Parsonage house. Atthe same 
time iln^re was a Parsonage Lane in another place altogethei', 
the lane now leading from the London Eoad to the present 



playing-field. In 1577 this lane led straight through to the 
Kingston Eoad, and came out near the lower mill ; upon 
the east side of it lay Church lands, from which doubtless it 
took its name. 

In 1408 there was no Vicarage house, and Ewell had 
never had a permanent Vicar. After the appropriation to 
Newark Convent in 1416 another forty years was allowed to 
elapse, and at last, in 1458, took place the endowment of a 
perpetual Vicar, Thomas Hardyng being the first repre- 
sentative. A translation of the original deed, given by 
Manning and Bray, states that a Vicarage, said to consist of 
manse and garden, was then already in existence : " the said 
manse, the aforesaid Prior and Convent, within one year 
from the date of these presents to be computed, shall build 
up & repair, viz., an Hall, & at one end thereof, a Parlour 
with a Chamber over the same ; & at the other end a 
Kitchen." This is the type of the original Saxon house, in 
which the chief feature was the lofty hall, with a hearth in 
the centre and rooms opening off at each end. Tlie Worthe 
Court was similar, and several others are mentioned. It seems 
probable that in the fifteenth century this was still the usual 
type for houses of any importance. The site of the Vicarage 
in 1577 was on the south side of Church Street, not far from 
Ox Lane, which was known in 1408 as Osemond's Lane 
(p. 9). 

The Hermitage (p. 60) was probably a single cell standing 
in a clearing of the Rector's fir wood (p. 68), which must 
have been on the south hill, near to the Codyngton boundary. 

The outlying parts of the parish still exhibit the same 
general features that are described in 1408, arable land on 
the south extending to the downs, and grass land on the 
north, the only difference being the disappearance of the 
woods and copses, the enclosure of the commons, and 
the addition of some arable farm land in the northern 
part of the parish. The reason for the general features and 
their persistence lies in the nature of the soil. Across the 
centre of Ewell the chalk of the higher ground meets 
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the clay of the lower lands ; here the springs rise and form 
the river which drains the northern district and receives 
little streams which wander through the fields, half hidden 
under boundary hedges. This heavy clay soil is better 
suited for pasture than arable land. 

In the Memorial the whole of the northern portion of 
the parish is included under the term "Common of Ewell" 
(pp. 119, 128). The word Common did not then apply 
necessarily to unenclosed spaces, but rather to the manner 
in which the lands were held. Thus the enclosed meadow 
called Cherlemannes mede is also mentioned as a Common 
(p. 28). The account of this part of the parish is somewhat 
fragmentary, in contrast to the Southfield, the district south 
of Ewell, which is fully described with the names and 
positions of all its fui-longs (pp. 22—121). In the north 
there are but twelve furlongs mentioned, with a total of 
about 160 acres, and two or three of these, Heghcroft, Stane- 
croft, etc., appear to have been in the adjoining parish of 
Codyngton. The two parishes lie side by side, being, roughly 
speaking, each about four miles long and a mile broad. 
The Northfield, mentioned several times, was not, as one 
might suppose, the northern part of Swell parish, but of 
Codyngton (p. 8). At this time a considerable part of the 
lands of Swell Manor (p. 159) lay in Codyngton parish, 
the Greatworthfield, Sparevvefield, Oldelonds, the roll Buttes, 
and others. In the Codyngton part of the Survey (pp. 163-4) 
some of these same names appear, notably the Common of 
Sparfield, which is known as Sparrow Farm to this day. 
The survival of this old name is the more remarkable 
because, in the sixteenth century, practically the whole of 
Codyngton parish, together with a slice of Ewell, disappeared 
into the Nonsuch Parks created by Heniy VIII. This event 
took place between the early and the later Surveys of Ewell, 
so that in the Memorial we have the pre-Nonsuch condition of 
the country, and in the Elizabethan Suivey evidence of the 
changes caused by the enclosure of these parks. The town 
of Codyngton was entirely wiped out, whereas Ewell was 
only affected by alteration of the roads and the loss of manor 
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lands and certain parts of open common. The G-reatwortli- 
field of 212 acres disappears from the later Survey, and the 
chief demesne lands of Ewell Manor are the Worthfield, 
which has lost nine acres, the Oxleas (Oxenlese), Kingsmead 
by the river, the "piece of land at Shaldef ordfield " of 
18 acres (p. 159), (described by Taylor as Priorsfield), and 
the two small crofts next mentioned, one of which is called 
Salmond in 1577 (doubtless the same name as Alemannes 
and Salemannes). The remaining manor lands (pp. 160-162) 
lie near the village or in the Southfield, but the names Fre- 
landsherne and Retherwekemede have disappeared, and these 
sites cannot be traced. 

The Common of Ewell in 1408 must have been over 
1000 acres, larger indeed than the Southiield, being nearly 
as long and a mile and a half wide at the extreme northern 
end. The furlongs and demesne lands of the manor account 
for only about 260 acres, leaving apparently 800 or so as open 
common. At the same time the old manor of Shaldeford, 
dating back to the thirteenth century, the name of which 
was, about 1460, changed to Eokesley, is unaccountably 
omitted from the Memorial. In 1577 these manor lands on 
the north of Ewell contained at least 120 acres, and the Lord 
of Eokesley also possessed land in the village. The old 
manor house of Shaldeford stood on the left bank of the 
river, just beyond the present Ruxley Farm, close to the ford 
from which it took its name. There is still a deep ford here, 
and there is every reason to suppose that the lane which 
crosses it, now connecting the Chessington and Kingston 
roads, is the same as in 1408. It is then mentioned as the 
"way called Alemannescroft " (p. 159), and in 1577 it is 
described as the lane leading from the West Heath to the 
East Heath Common, and the position of these commons 
was at either end of the present lane. Curiously enough, 
Shaldeford field, south of the lane, belonged to the manor of 
Fitznell, and this seems to shew that the ford was there 
before the manor of .Shaldeford, in which case the old lane 
was probably there also from a very early period. All along 
the river banks from Ewell were enclosed meads, and the

Shaldeford or Eokesley lands lay at tlie extremity of the 
parish. East and west of the meads were open commons, 
all of which are now enclosed fields. In 1577 three separate 
commons are described, the Marsh Common (the site of 
West Ewell), 28 acres; the West Heath Common further 
north, 24 acres; and the East Heath Common of 120 acres. 
The latter common was crossed by the Kingston road, but at 
that time about 200 acres of its former extent had gone into 
Nonsuch Great Park. It is probable that in the fifteenth 
century the Marsh and West Heath Commons were not 
divided by enclosed land, since none is mentioned in 1408, 
but formed one large common corresponding to the East 
Heath. The total area of these unenclosed lands cannot 
have been less than 650 acres as against 172 acres in 1577, 
shewing that enclosure had begun to take place at this 
early date. 

It is remarkable that, with the exception of the cross- 
roads in the centre of Ewell and the old lane already men- 
tioned, scarcely a road of 1408 still remains in use as a road, 
although, as has been observed, several have become foot- 
paths. The Nonsuch Parks blotted out not only the church 
and town of Codyngton, but also most of the roads leading 
to it. Codyngton was once thought to be only a hamlet, 
such as were Epsom and Cheam at that time, and Ewell, the 
market town, appeared to be the principal place on this 
side of Kingston. Such it had become in the latter half of 
the sixteenth century, but this must have been largely by 
reason of the disappearance of its rival. For Codyngton 
was a centre whither led six high roads, from Cheam, Mer- 
ton, Ewell, Walton-on-the-hill, Letherhead, and Kingston 
via Talworth. The Cheam and Merton roads cannot be 
identified from this Survey, but the four others cross Ewell 
parish. 

One of these, the highway between Ewell and Codyngton, 
started from Ewell Cross, and was called East Street (p. 58). 
It followed the present Church Street, but instead of turning 
north by the churchyard it lield straight on up the line of 
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Vicarage Lane till it reached the Codyngton boundary. 
Beyond this it is not mentioned, and the exact site of 
Codyngton is uncertain, but its outskirts may have begun at 
this end of the Nonsuch Avenue. Anyone going to London 
from Ewell must have passed through Codyngton and so to 
Merton, for the present London road did not then exist. The 
first mention of it is made in the Elizabethan Survey as 
" the Grreenway which is the highway between London and 
Ewell and between both the Pks of Nonsuch at the gate 
there called the Heygate."* In the accompanying plan of 
Ewell parish the park pale of Nonsuch is marked by 
a single dotted line, and a glance at this will shew that it 
was necessary to make a new road in order to provide egress 
from Ewell on the London side, since East Street would 
have led almost up to the site of the Palace. The new road 
was thus made to connect with Bast Street at the Ewell 
churchyard corner, and until about eighty years ago it was 
the only way through the place from London. 

A second road led from Codyngton to Kingston via Tal- 
worth, and is called Codyngton Street. As far north as 
Maiden the whole of it disappeared into Nonsuch Great 
Park, but beyond Maiden a footpath and further on a lane 
still lead to Talworth, and would seem to be the old Codyng- 
ton Street. This side of Maiden the road formed practically 
the boundary of Ewell parish on the east, and thus it fol- 
lowed the same line as the present footpath to Worcester 
Park. It seems probable that the old roads were used as 
ways within the parks, and when finally these were broken 
up and sold off to various owners the roads still persisted as 
oavt-tracks and footpaths. Codyngton Street, it will be 
seen, turned off northwards from East Street, and on the 
Ewell side of this road, on the north hill, dwelt Lawrence 
Codyngton, for those E^ell days a large landowner, and several 
others, also landowners, since their tenements abutted on 
"lands belonging to the said tenements towards the west" 
(p. 8). Besides the connection with Bast Street, Codyngton 

* So named doubtless from Haye, Heymede, and Heyoroft or Heghcroft, 
manor lands enclosed in the Parks (pp. 163-4). 
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Street could also be reached from Ewell by another of th. 
"four cross" roads. This was Middle Street (now Higl 
Street), which led out apparently then, as now, beside the 
river, where it became the Kingston road (p. 3). Here it lee 
through a ford caused by springs on the east side whicl 
flowed across the road into the river, there being stepping 
stones for foot passengers. When, about 1830, the con 
nection with the London road was made, a large diain wai 
laid under the road, thus removing the ford. 'From th( 
point by the lower mill, where the Kingston road leave: 
the river, it was called the Stetegrene (p. 127, on p. 2 Stete 
grane), and is described as bounding Stete and Shortcrof 
furlongs, where presumably it joined Codyngton Street 
The present Kingston road does not appear in the Memoria 
after it leaves the river, and evidently it was also a creatioi 
of the Nonsuch period to replace the vanished Codyngtoi 
Street. In Taylor's Survey the further portion of it is 
called Talworth Lane, and appears to have windings, but r 
is more or less on the line of the present road, which then 
as already mentioned, crossed the East Heath Common. 

The two remaining Codyngton roads, those to Letherheac 
and Walton-on-the-hill, leave Ewell on the south. Th( 
former is called the Portwey (p. 58), and is mentioned ai 
bounding several furlongs immediately to the south o: 
Ewell.* This road is now represented by the footpath (ii 
Cary's English Atlas of 1787 marked as a road) which lead; 
from Nonsuch avenue across the fields into the Cheam roa( 
and then by the lane known as Monger's Lane. Beyonc 
this in 1408 it bounded several more furlongs in a westerl; 
direction, and after crossing Epsom and Ashtead parishes ij 
or near the line of the L.S.W. Railway would most likel; 
have entered Letherhead by joining the high-road fron 
Kingston. The present road from Ewell to Epsom was no 
made, and probably its continuation to Letherhead is alsi 
of later date than the Memorial, whereas there must hav 

* This road did not enter the village, but on pp. 58 and 60 it is described 8 
leading to Ewell. It is clear that on p. 60 the Portwey is intended and nc 
East Street.

been a Kingston and Letherhead road from early times. 
In a large chalk pit near the Povtwe}', close to Ewell, six 
Roman pits or dene-holes were opened in 1847, and two 
more were discovered in 1860. These contained (besides 
animal bones, oyster and snail shells, and mould in layers) 
Roman potsherds and vases of Samian ware, iibulse, a thin 
bronze armlet, a number of coins, an iron rod and hammer, 
and two oak stakes, all of which are now in the British 
Museum. It is quite possible that the Portwey mny be an 
unrecorded Roman road, and that Ewell was the site of an 
ancient British settlement, but this Portwey has nothing to 
do with the Roman road of that name which ran to Salisbury, 
nor with the Stane Street from Chichester to London, which 
is supposed to have come through Ewell. No certain trace 
of the latter is found this side of Mickleham, and it seems 
more likely that the Stane Street crossed the Downs in the 
direction of Carshalton and Streatham, leaving Ewell on the 
west. It is quite clear from the Memorial that there was 
then no road crossing Ewell on the line of the supposed 
Stane Street ; the London and Epsom roads, which have been 
thought to represent it, are of later date. 

The fourth old Codyngton road, to Walton-on-the-hill 
(p. 28), seems to have turned ofE from the Portwey at the 
Ewell boundary and was called at first the road to Ballards- 
pit (p. 57). The Walton road must necessarily have passed 
Ballardspit, and doubtless there was but the one road thither. 
Turning south-west it joined the old road to Burgh, following 
this south-east until it turned again westward on the line of 
the bridle-path that meets the present Reigate road nearly 
a mile out of Ewell. Beyond the Ewell boundary it must 
have gone somewhat south in order to cross the Downs 
to the Grand Stand. From the hill opposite the stand a 
footpath leads to Walton, and one may assume this to be 
the line of the old road. 

Returning to the " four-cross road " of Ewell, we find 
West Street in 1408 as now, and South Street on the line of 
the present Cheam road as far as the " pit at the southern 
head of the vill " already mentioned. Here in 1468 stood 
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another cross known as Provest Cross (probably named from 
Provys tenement, p. 35), at which, according to ancient 
custom, it was the duty of the Vicar to meet the funeral 
processions from Kingswood and conduct them thence to 
Ewell Churchyard. There was then neither a Cheam nor 
a Banstead road in existence, and the one that led out past 
Provest Cross was the old road to Burgh or Burrow Heath 
on the way to Eeigate. It is interesting to find that this 
old road followed the present farm-track as far as the top 
of Priesthill. Here the track now turns eastward, but the 
Burgh road held straight on till it curved round to join 
the line of the present Eeigate road at the point where the 
road from Epsom now comes in on this side of the Drift 
Bridge. Thence on to Burgh is the old road, but from 
Ewell up to the Drift Bridge is a modern road made scarcely 
more than a century ago. The first edition of Patterson's 
Itinerary, 1786, and Gary's English Atlas of 1787 both shew 
the road to Burgh on its old line, and the reason for the 
shifting of the road about a furlong westward is not far to 
seek. By the Enclosure Act of 1801 a farm was made, 
stretching from the Codyngton boundary (at that point the 
Banstead road) westward up to the present Reigate road. 
This road now bounds the farm on the west for a mile or 
more, but the old road must have cut through the middle of 
it, and was doubtless shifted in order to avoid dividing the 
farm. A Banstead road or track was in existence in 1577, 
and may have led off from the old Burgh road in a different 
line from the present Cheam road, which now forms the lower 
part of it. This latter road was not made until after 1787. 

It will be seen on the plan that the old Epsom road 
followed an entirely different course from the present one. 
While Epsom was merely a hamlet no one troubled about 
the way thither, although a direct road from London had 
been made as far as Ewell. But with the rise into fashion 
of Epsom Wells in the seventeenth century positions were 
reversed. Ewell lost its local importance and became the 
approach to Epsom, and obviously a continuation was 
required of the direct London road. Just beyond Ewell 
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" four-cross-road " a new way was made, the present Green 
Man Street, which cut diagonally across the furlongs in its 
further course as the Epsom road. It is probable that the 
new thoroughfare, with its increased traffic, brought prosperity 
to Ewell, and that the folk ceased from the arduous task of 
cultivating the land when able to make money more easily 
in another direction. It is curious that the new Epsom road 
should have cut the former one almost at right angles, but 
the cause of this lies in the shifting of the site of Epsom. 
The town dates from the seventeenth century, and before 
that the site was open country. Epsom village lay nearer 
the Downs round the parish church, and therefore the 
original road to Epsom took a difPerent course. It was 
known in 1408 as the Epsom and Kingston highway, and 
was crossed by the Portwey, which had previously united with 
what was called the Epsom road from Ewell. This part of 
the Portwey has disappeared, but the old Epsom and Kingston 
highway can be recognized in the lane that crosses the 
present Epsom road at the point known as the half-mile-bush, 
the boundary of Ewell parish, and continues southwards to 
Epsom Church, Until some few years ago there stood, a 
little to the left of this road after it crosses the L.B.S.C. 
Railway, a windmill, to which a lane branched ofP known as 
Windmill Lane. In 1785 this lane led on past the windmill 
and formed part of another lane, which now passes Longdown 
Farm. Doubtless the Enclosure Act caused the disappear- 
ance of this link between the windmill and Longdown, and 
the latter lane was bent eastward until it joined the new 
lieigate road at the present point of junction, thus making 
a direct connection with Ewell. 

On the north side of the present Epsom road the lane, 
the old Epsom and Kingston highway, soon becomes a foot- 
path, which ceases at the modern hamlet of Gibraltar. 
Here it meets the road from Ewell known as West Street, 
but the upper end was then called Gallows* Lang. In the 

* In 1577 the whole road down to the village was called Gallows Street, and 
this name continued in use until the nineteenth century, when it was re-named 
West Street, an unconscious reversion to the name of the fifteenth century.

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angle formed by Gallows Lane and the continuation of the 
old road to Kingston lay Lymecroft field (p. 133), the largest 
of the northern furlongs. Lymecroft was bounded on the 
north by Eoberd Street (p. 29), which is the beginning of 
the present Chessington road that now meets the Kingston 
road in Ewell by the horsepond. As late as 1785 there was 
a second ford here, the river running between these two 
roads; the present road-bridge was made at the close of the 
eighteenth century hj ihe family to whom the mills still 
belong. Thus Eoberd Street did not cross the river, but 
starting on the left bank it led on past Fitznell's and the 
lane adjoining it leading to Cherlemannes mede (p. 20), then 
known as Fitznell's Lane and later as Northcroft Lane, after 
which it passed by various tofts and tenements, most of 
which belonged to Laurence Codyngton. Probably it crossed 
the site of the L.S.W. Railway station, and joined the grass 
lane which comes out into the Chessington road a little 
further on. This road now forms the boundary of Ewell 
parish on the west, and it can scarcely have been other than 
the old Epsom and Kingston road in 1408, the intermediate 
piece between Gibraltar and the grass lane being now missing. 
It may have gone to Talworth by the Euxley lane or by 
the footpath from Bonesgate, or possibly via Hook to 
Kingston . 

The " description of the vill " given in the Memorial may 
"be summarized in a general way as follows : — 

The first Bound (pp. 2 — 5) describes the houses upon the 
Kingston road, beginning near Beggars Hill. Teppes Lane 
seems to coincide with Mill Lane, and Austynes Lane with 
the lane that led from the old church to the Spring Hotel 
before the present church was built. 

The second Bound given (p. 6) consists of a block of 
houses lying between the Parsons Lane and Church Street, 
and bounded east and west by the Eectory and High Street 
respectively, adjoining the Bound previously given. After 
this we pass to Codyngton Street. 

The third Bound (pp. 7, 8) contains the houses on the 
west of Codyngton Street from East Street going north 
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probably as far as the end of the Shortcroft furlong. It 
may have included also a toft and a croft of half an acre 
called Little Garewell on the east side of Codyngton Street 
(p. 129). 

The fourth Bound (pp. 9, 10) describes the south side of 
Church Street from the church down to the Cross and round 
the corner up the east side of South Street as far as the pit 
previously mentioned. 

The fifth Bound (pp. 11 — 15) includes all the houses on 
the west side of South Street down to the Cross, and leads 
round into West Street (south side) about as far as the top 
of the hill now called Mount Pleasant. 

The sixth Bound (pp. 15 — 18) begins on the north side of 
"West Street (upper end) and goes down to the Cross and 
round into Middle Street (the present High Street) and. then 
returns up Spring Street, which is here unnamed.* It may 
have been part of Middle Street, but at the further corner 
we find Whyte's Lane running north into Eoberd Street as 
Spring Street does now. 

The seventh Bound (pp. 19, 20) lies on the north side of 
Eoberd Street, beginning perhaps near the L.S.W. Eailway 
station, passing eastwards to Fitznells, and so round probably 
to the left bank of the river and northwards by the ^ lower 
mill. 

The eighth Bound (pp. 20 — 22) begins near the spring 
at the river-head and seems to go all round the property 
which is now known as Garbrand Hall. The tenements 
Quedekepes and Heverenorthes are mentioned as lying on the 
west of the river-head (p. 21), and they are reached again at 
the conclusion of the Bound, shewing that a complete 
circuit has been made. This being so, the houses would 
face first east on to a way beside the river, then north on to 
Eoberd Street, then west on to Whyte's Lane, and finally 
south on to Spring Street. By 1577 the houses facing east 
on to the river had been replaced by a ^'Mansion House." 
Between this and the river on the east lay " a Psell of the 

* Described in Taylor's Swrvey as the "lane or highway to the Marsh

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Waste ground or river of Ewell lately inclosed with a stone 
Wall, and within the same a little banquetting House late 
erected and Ponds and fish therein within the same 
enclosure" (Taylor's Survey). A marginal note adds that 
this enclosure had been made about thirty years previously 
by several of the inhabitants and tenants of Ewell (pre- 
sumably as a public enclosure), but in 1577 it belonged to 
Nicolas Saunders, the owner of the mansion. This enclosure 
occupied half a rood, and must have been the beginning of 
the ornamental water in the grounds of Garbrand Hall. 

In 1408 there were 111 houses in Ewell, and if the word 
toft is intended to signify a plot of ground where a house 
formerly stood, there must have been, evidently before the 
Black Death, 166 houses, since 55 tofts are mentioned 
scattered here and there, or in groups together, all over the 
village. About 76 of these tenants of the houses held land 
in the Common Field. In 1577 there were but 66 houses in 
Ewell, besides a few outlying cottages, and only 42 tenants 
of land, one or two being fairly large holders, and the land 
was still in cultivation. Between 1577 and 1801 the tenants 
had ceased to cultivate, the furlongs were " handed over to 
oblivion," and the owners had so entirely neglected their 
rights that the Southfield lapsed into common down. In 
Gary's English Atlas down-land coloured green extends 
almost to the outskirts of the village. The Gommons 
Enclosure Act of 1801 gave the land into the hands of the 
leading residents in order that it might be cultivated, on 
account of the shortage of wheat caused by the war. The 
Surveys reveal that this cultivation was not in the case of 
the Southfield a new departure, but an agricultural renewal. 

A comparison of the two Surveys brings to light some 
curious examples of name corruption. In 1577 the spring 
of the river is named Kattswell, obviously derived from the 
Cakeswell of 1408, which in its turn was no doubt corrupted 
from some earlier source; possibly the original name was 
St. Catherine's Well. Another instance is found in "the 
Common called Gherlemannes mede" (p. 20), which in. 1577 
is thus described: "The Churchwardens of Ewell hold to

the use of the Parish the common mead called Charman 
mead." In recent times this field was known as Chamber 
Mead. It m,ay also he mentioned that between 1408 and 
1577 Clotydene furlong has become Clodend, Butine changes 
to Bitten, Ruden appears as Ridonhedge, and Drytgrave 
degenerates into the singular title of Dirty Grove. 

As a general rule house-names had no permanency. 
Houses were called after their occupiers (a custom not 
entirely extinct in Ewell), and when a new tenant came in 
the former house-name held on for a generation or more 
until the newcomer had established himself and his name in 
the place, when the house began to be called after him and 
the old name passed out of use. For instance;, we find 
" Caddes tenement, formerly of Richard Cadde, which 
Thomas Joyner holds "; again, " a messuage with a garden 
called Clerkes, anciently Mayhewes, which Margery, daughter 
of Thomas Gierke, holds," and so forth. Frequently these 
house-names occur as tenants' names in the Custumal a 
century or so earlier. If a tenement bordered on a lane, 
that lane was likely to be known by the name of the tenant, 
such as Carter's Lane, Whyte's Lane, etc., so these names 
also changed. Thus it happens that of ten lanes mentioned 
in 1408 not one appears under the same name in 1577, and 
of all the house-names of the Memorial there are only six 
in Taylor's Survey: Ferebras in "West Street, Tabards in 
Church Street, Fitzneeles altered to Fennells by the river, 
Wastelys altered to Wastell near the Spring Hotel, Ballardes 
on the site of the present Church, and Botayles altered to 
Buttall opposite the spring. The last three site-names have 
shifted somewhat, but the new sites are near the original 
ones. Of these houses Fitznell's is the only one still existing, 
parts of which are undoubtedly Elizabethan and may date 
back earlier. The name, it will be observed, has reverted 
to its original type.

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SOME SPECIAL NOTES. 



[Pages 119, 120.] Two marginal notes state that the 
furlong between Portweye and Taylesheldcroft and that 
called TJndevhaghes have been previously entered and will 
be found on folios 9 and 10 of the MS. This is not correct 
of the MS. as we have it. 

The first of these furlongs is entered on fol. 22 of our 
MS. and on pp. 61 and 62 above (with some slight alterations 
in the names and the description of the furlong). 

The other is on fol. 13 of the MS. and on pp. 35 to 37 
above. The furlong is there called Portweye, and the names 
are given in reverse order. 

[Page 135.] Juger. — This "juger " of 13 acres may be 
compared with the " virgate " of 14 acres in use in Sussex. 
See the ease of Heene in the Manor of Wiston {Sussex 4rch. 
Collections, liii., 169). 

[Page 137.] Ingaveles. — Halliwell, s. v. Gavel, gives the 
meaning " a sheaf of corn before it is tied up, not usually 
applied to wheat." Cotgrave {French and English Diet.) has 
'^enjaveler, to make up corn into javels or gavels." There 
is an evident distinction here between a sheaf (garba) and 
a gavel. If gavel is a swath produced by mowing (which 
mode of cutting was used for barley and oats — Hone, The 
Manor, p. 87), the labour of preparing and binding into 
sheaves would be greater if the worker had to start with the 
swathes. 

[Page 138, line 1.] Quantumlibet. — This word is very 
doubtful. The meaning is, that if William finds no old 
materials of any use as a perquisite, he shall seek for new 
materials but be excused the labour of re-hedging. 
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[Page 138, line 2.] Romepenny. — The so-called Laws of 
William the Conqueror (see Kelham's Norman-French Diet., 
pp. 34, 38 at end) say that every man having 30d. worth of 
cattle pays Peter's Pence. The practice varied, and it is not 
clear how far the rule was carried out at Ewell. The pay- 
ment is specifically mentioned in the case of 29 tenants, 
but the summary at the end of the Custumal (p. 157) gives 
a total of 4s. 7d., implying 65 contributors of Id. 

[Page 138.] Garjarth. — This must be a phonetic mis- 
representa.tion of gavelerth or rent-ploughing, from "gavel," 
rent, and " erth," from Old English " ear," to plough. The 
custom in this and some similar services was to take a fixed 
payment instead of the labour. Hence its description as 
a rent. 

[Page 140.] Holds through the younger. — The introduction 
of the words " et tenet " in this and the next entry imply 
that they are to be luiderstood in the succeeding entries 
before the words " through the elder " or " the younger." 
However strange so great a variation of tenure on the same 
manor, the meaning must be that some of these holdings 
passed by inheritance to the elder and others to the younger 
son. 

[Page 142.] Richard Constable. — It is curious that a man 
who had to " guard prisoners " and " summon the court " 
should have the name of " Constable." A constable, how- 
ever, at this time was an official not of a manor or a parish, 
but of a hundred, each hundred having two under the 
Statute of Winchester in 1286. It is possible that the Prior 
of Merton may have given the title to a private officer of 
the Monastery. Ewell was a member of the Hundred of 
Copthorne, which contained several other townships.

— The three occasional services 
required from a large uiunbei- of these tenants in 1411 are : 
one hedrip, a day's reaping at the lord's request ; one nedrip, 
an unusual word, perhaps a day's reaping- when specially 
needed ; hingsmead, help in getting in the hay from the 
lord's meadow so called (p. 162). 

In the iirst entry and one other (p. 171) the service is 
called '• hawysbedrip." The first part of this word ought to 
mean " hedge." Possibly the meaning of "rip " was forgotten 
and " hedrip " taken for any " boon service/' the obligation 
being a day's service at repairing the lord's hedge. It is 
quite probable that this whole list was a record of services 
once demanded but now compounded for by some fixed 
payment to be obtained if possible. 



Additional Note by Pbbb. Deedes on the Deaneet op 

EwELIi, p. XX. 

"Since the Introductory Notes were written I have 
been occupied in transcribing the Register of John de 
Pontissara, Bishop of Winchester, for the Canterbury 
and York Society. On May 8th, 1290, Alexander, called 
Rayner, was admitted Rector of Ewell on the presentation 
of the Abbot and Convent of Chertsey [Transcrift, fol. 38), 
and on April 7th, 1300, he received a commission from the 
Bishop appointing him to the important of&ce of Penitentiary 
for the Archdeaconry of Surrey (p. 95). The Dean of Ewell 
is mentioned on p. 117, where the Bishop directs him to 
induct the proctor of the Abbot and Convent of Westminster 
into corporal possession of the Rectory of Morden, which he 
had appropriated to them. Dated Oct. 25, 1301. 

On folio 62 of the MS. (not yet in type) the Dean is 
associated with the Archdeacon of Surrey in a mandate 
from the Bishop to bring to justice if possible 'certain sons' 
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of iniquity, whose names at present we know not, who on 
the first Saturday of the present Lent at Kasauton (Car- 
shalton) laid violent hands on the Archdeacon's Official and 
the Dean of Ewell with two apparitors, the fear of God 
being laid aside, and wounded them with bloodshed. The 
Dean himself they threw into the water and nearly drowned 
him.' They were to be solemnly excommunicated in the 
Churches on Sundays and Festivals, bells rung, and candles 
lighted."
